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2. Applicants traverse the restriction requirement as currently set forth for the following 
reasons. To be valid, a restriction requirement must establish both that (1) the "inventions" are 
either independent or distinct, and (2) that examination of more than one of the "inventions" would 
constitute a burden to the Examiner. Applicants note that the restriction requirement does not 
provide sufficient basis to indicate that examination of more than one of the "groups" would overly 
burden the Examiner. In fact, the Examiner does not state in the Office Action that examination of 
the two "groups" would be burdensome. 

Favorable consideration of claims 1-74 is earnestly solicited.
